A FLORIDA SHIVER.

It would amuse snipe of our nortli- 
1*1*11 friends, if tla*y could look dow n on 
flit* scent* iu Florida, wlmii tin* ther¬ 
mometer occasionally gets near tin 
freezing point. When tin* weather at 
the North reaeheM the point in spring 
or aututnn where front may he ex¬ 
pected in the morning, and occasion¬ 
ally a little skim of ice over water left 
out at night, people come out with a 
more than usually cheerful '‘good- 
morning,” and remark on the line 
bright weather. Everybody feels 
braced up and ready for any kind of 
exertion. If nothing else happens 16 
lie on hand they will very likely start 



otT fora walk somewhere, just for the 
pleasureof indulging the nppetitefor 
exert ion of some kind, that is born of 
t he cool, fresh air. 

About the same temperature is as 
hold as it ever gets in thesout hern half 
of Florida, and yet how diflerclit ly it 
affects us here. Wliclt a not t hern born 
person first comes here he w ill perhaps 
take it as he has done before, but after 
he has become accustomed to otiriuild' 
and gentle climate, lie becomes as 
timid of a touch of old Itoicns as he 
was at first of the tropical heat, which 
lie imagined must be t lie ordinary con¬ 
dition of things here. I,ast .Monday 
morning we had a visit from .lack 
Frost, that made Floridia ns shiver, 
and northern visitors think they bad 
been dreaming, and had awakened in 
their old homes. A little ice formed 
on-water left out of doors, a few vege¬ 
tables were nipped, bill tliut was all, 
and yet toils pampered children of the 
sun it seemed a veritable bli/./ard. 
The streets were almost deserted, and 
t he few who did show themselves were 
blue with the cold, in spite of their 
thickest overcoats. Everybody bunt¬ 
ed a firesidens quickly ns possible, mid 
only left it as it became necessary to 
get more wood. Those who could not 
do that seemed paralyzed with the 
cold, and much in I he enndit ion of t lie 
dies t hat could not movefcoui the w all. 
Not expecting such severe weal-her 
many had made no pieparafious for 
it, an<l were caught wit bout stoves up 
or other provisions for keeping warm.- 
Others think we have so little such 
weather it does not pay to provide for 
it.. Such people always sutler more or 
less inconvenience every winter, and 
generally end by boring a, hole t hroitgli 
the house, and building a chimney. 
The fact, is, we always have some 
weather during every winter when a 
tight house and means of heating it 
are as necessary to comfort as during 
spring and autumn at the North, and 
people who come here should not ex-, 
pect to do without them, unless they 
are prepared to rough it. Well housed 
and ot herwiseprepared, t hey will t liink 


little* of our little shivers occasionally, 
and will have abundant reasontocon- 
gratulftting.themselves, as they sit in 
their Florida homes, and read of the 
t hermoqictcr below zero and the lag 
snow storms where they formerly lived. 

The shiver this wirk has been rather 
more of a shake than we often get so 
early in t he season, but it was never¬ 
theless more welcome than slighter 
otifs have been before, on account of 
the yellow fever at Tampa, .lack 
Frost has always been recognized as 
an enemy before whom Yellow Jack 
must surely succumb, and the epi¬ 
demic, already on its last legs in 
Tampa, has undoubtedly received its 
linn I quint us thin timi). We are t hcrc- 
forc disposed to forget whatever slight 
discomfort or loss the frost maycause 
elsewhere, in congratulations to 
Tampa on tin* end of her utlliction. 
U e may now look forward to a return 
of confidence oil the part of intending 
visitors, before tin* time for much 
t ravel < nines, and expect to see them 
coming in by the thousand with the 
new yea i*.

Troos and Soils.

Mercantile day.cttc: Tin* “siimiltanc¬ 
ons" process of color print ing promises 
t oent in ly rcvohll ioni/.esomeelassesof 
calico’, velvet, and Velveteen printing, 
and also t he print ing of advert isemeiits 
in colors. The novel character of t lie 
simultaneous process will he at once 
tinders'nod when I mention that hy 
it, if required, loot) shades could' he 
printed olf at one impression. Instead 
of using engraved rollers, as in ordina¬ 
ry calico print ing, or st ones, as in the 
ease of colored ad vert dement s, t lie de¬ 
signs or piet ures an* built up in a ease 
of solid colors specially prepared, 
somewhat after the style of mosaic 
work. A portion is then cut or sliced 
otf about an inch in t hiekness, ami t bis 
wrappixl around a cylinder, and the 
eomposit ion has only I o he kepi moist 
mid guy number ol impressions can lie 
..printed oil on calico, velvet,, or velvet¬ 
een. the colors being thoroughly hist.
